RESPONSE TO APPLICANT'S AMENDMENT 

2. The Applicant's arguments filed 8/28/03(Paper No. 19) to the rejection of claims 
13-23 and 25-30 made by the Examiner under 35 USC 112 has been fully considered 
and deemed persuasive because Applicant has amended the claims to overcome the 
rejection. Therefore, the said rejection is hereby withdrawn. 

ALLOWABLE CLAIMS 

3. Claims 12-23 and 25-30 are allowable over the prior art of record. However, as 
stated in the previous office action mailed 5/30/03, Paper No. 18, the claims have been 
searched only to the extent that they read on Group IV. Thus, Applicant is once again 
respectfully requested to cancel the non-elected subject matter. In particular, the claims 
are distinguished over the prior art of record because the prior art neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious a composition comprising a polymer, at least one chelator, a linking 
group, and a PMALWMR blocking moiety.
